GRANDFATHER GLAUSE 


I S ! BE ENFORCED 


Oklahoma City, DK., Oct. 17.—That 
th e state authorities intend that the 
“grand father clause” shall be en­ 
force! in the coming general election 
in spite of prosecutions 
that 
have 
been started in the 
federal 
courts 
against inspectors who have attem pt­ 
ed to enforce it, became evident to­ 
night when Attorney General West 
addressed an opinion to election of­ 
ficials, advising that the provision be 
followed. 
The Attorney General advises that 
the suffrage amendment should be en 
forced in good faith and in all cases 
where inspectors are in doubt a s to 
the qualification of the person offer­ 
ing to vote, the test should be ap­ 
plied as should also be done in every 
case where a challenge is interposed 
on the ground of lack of qualification 
to vote under the amendment. 
The opinion holds that the enforce­ 
ment of the law should not resolve it­ 
self into a farce through laxity, neith 
er should it be used oppressively, by 
requiring unusual or unjust tests or 
by requiring any tests at all where 
the inspector knows that 
the 
pro­ 
posed voter can pass the qualifica­ 
tions. 
The instructions apply to pre­ 
cincts where registration is not re­ 
quired, since in cities of 
the 
first 
class the possession of a registra­ 
tion certificate is required, as evi­ 
dence of qualification to 
vote, 
but 
even where registration certificates 
are furnished, a voter may be chal­ 
lenged on the ground that he can not 
comply with the qualification required 
in the 
grandfather clause,” accord­ 
ing to the opinion, and in these cases 
the test should be applied. 


Rig Reclamation Project Started. 
Grand Junction, Colo.. 
Oct. 
In — 
Secretary of the Interior Fisher turn 
cd the first shovel of earth today for 
the construction of the giant tunnel 
in connection with the Grand Valley 
reclamation project. When the work 
is completed, about three years hence 
some 60,Otto arid acres in Mesa coun­ 
ty will be supplied with an 
abund­ 
ance of w ater and made to blossom 
as the rose. The governm ent is back 
of the Grand Valley project, which 
will cost between $3,090,000 and $4,- 
000,000. A mammoth 450 foot 
diver­ 
sion dam is to be constructed across 
the Grand River eight miles above 
Palisado, which will raise the water 
of the river nearly twenty feet and 
divert it into a canal by means of 
which it will be carried two miles 
in the open and 4,300 feet through a 
tunnel drilled out 
of 
solid 
rock 
through a portion of the 'Alt. Garfield 
stone cliffs. It is estimated that 20,- 
000 acres of the 60,000 acres to be 
reclaimed will be set out to orchards. 
The rem ainder will he used for 
the 
growing of sugar 
beets, 
hay 
and 
grain. It is believed that the comple­ 
tion and opening of the project will 
bring not less than 40,000 settlers to 
Mesa co un tv.

with virtually no variation

It was a day of waiting, 
with the ever present possibility of 
complications, 
but

lessened 
fears on the part of those who were 
watching over the wounded man. He 
seemed in his almost normal con­ 
dition, but his physicians said lie was 
by no means out of danger. 
Colonel Roosevelt’s physicians were 
discussing tonight the length or time 
it will be necessary for the colonel 
to remain in the hospital. 
It was believed that it might be 
safe for him to leave for Oyster Bay 
on Monday or Tuesday if 
all 
goes 
well, but not even a tentative decis­ 
ion was reached. 
The clinical records were the most 
encouraging ot any day since Colonel 
Roosevelt entered the hospital. D ur­ 
ing the morning the variation in tem­ 
perature was limited to two-tenths of 
a degree and throughout the 
after­ 
noon it was

normal.
